In case he failed to 
come thet they, the strikera union, 
would orgenite Welfare Workere 
Unions in bordering counties. 

Well, the representative failed 
-te come and it is reported that 
six representatives of the Craw- 
ford County organization at 3 
meeting held in Frederic were 
elected to get busy with ongatiza- 
tion work in other counties. 

{n the meantime all welfare 
projects have been dropped pend- 
ing the conclusion of the strike, 
Those families on the weifare list, 
in the meantime, are being pro- 
vided with sufficient food to sustain 
them, but there is no money com- 
ing into the homes as was former- 
ly when the workers were paid in 
money for their work. ; 

The apokesman for the strikers, 
when asked by the writer if he 
had been working on the welfare 
remarked, “no, not for 30c an 
hour.” Well, then, you must 
have some other income. “No,” 
was the reply, “they (meaning the 
welfare department) have to pro- 
vide for me.” 

Mr. Reagan says that all wel- 
fare work will be discontinued un- 
til the strike may be satisfactorily 
settled. Many of the men, he 
zlaims, are ready and anxious te 
wo back to work. 

’ We are wondering if the next 
strike doesn't come from the tax- 
payers who have to pay the dills,

This merely 
meana that the distance from the 
Projected sighting plane along the 
rip of the barrel down to the top 
of the stock at the butt-plete is 
too great. Such guns are not s0 
bad for shooting op high fiying wa- 
terfowl 
usuaily more deliberate and more 
Like rife sighting. You have plenty 
of time to adjust the crooked gun 
to your ahoulder and your eye to 
the sightlog plane, But take this 
Game gupb Into upland asbooting, 
where the bird more frequently 
than not bursts from cover oo @ 
surprise rige, and all too often you 
will flod your drst shot missed by 
undershooting. 

Most men who become good up 
land shots with crooked guns are 
osually alow shota. ‘Their crooked 
guns afte frequently heaviiy choked, 
Thetr slowness Io shootlag pre- 
vente them frim making thelr kills 
at close range. Hence they need 
the extra range of the full choke, 
A good sbot tralned to the use of 
one of our more modern make of 
guns, with Jess drop at the heel of 
the butt. will make such a siow 
shot tock sltly, however, because 
he will have the game down dead 
before the slow moving gun can get 
lpte action. The ctonked-stock gun 
does not handle fast, [on bringing 
tt up yott are Coo consctos of your 
Movements and adjustments, Shot- 
gmp shooting becomes an art only 
whee your movements are oncoD- 
geious end instinctive. Shooting 
the stralghter, more modern, shot- 
gun stock you ara on the road to 
wards becoming ap artist Instead 
of a plodding mathematician. after 
sufficient training with the stralgbt- 
ef stock gun, when the bird booms 
from cover you are rendy to shoot 
in a» flash! 

{n wy opinion, the ideal uplaod 
gup should never have a drop at 
beel Ip excese of two and one-half 
inches. Possibly two and one-quarter 
inches te better, although the for- 
mer dimension is « prettr-good Ar 
for the average man. Don't go to 
extremes, however, and get too Hctle 
drop, Too little Ils worse than too 
much drop. ‘Too MHttte drop will 
eause zou to misa by overshooting. 

The oext important dimension ie 
the drop at the comb—the high 
point in the top of the stock where 
it resta up against your cheek, The 
drop bere should be Just enough to 
keep your eye bigh enough to see 
the ful) length of your barrel High 
enongh so that tae fore-shortened
